after the horse has been stolen, the Massachu- 
setts Senate is considering a law regulating the 
formation of mutual and stock fire insurance 
companies in that State. The proposed law 
prescribes that there shall be a capital stock, 
paid in, of not less than $200,000, and a guaran- 
tee capital of not less than $100,000; that the 
semi-annual dividend shall not be more than 4 
per cent; that three-fourths of the net profit 
over and above this dividend dhall be divided 
among the insured at the expiration of their 
policies, and the remaining one-fourth shall 
be invested as a reserve for the security of the 
insured; that, when this reserve shall amount 
to more than 5 per cent of the aggregate amount 
of risks, the surplus shall also be parcelled out 
to the insured; and that all expenses, losses, 
and liabilities, including a sum sufficient to rein- 
gure all risks outstanding, shall be deducted be- 
fore declaring any dividend at all. It also pro- 
vides that losses shall first be paid out of the 
guarantee capital, and that, when this fund bo- 
comes reduced, it shall be made good out of the 
accumulated reserve, or by assessments on the 
contingent fund. The principle of this law is 
undoubtedly a wise one, and, properly applied, 
will go far toward giving the insured the protoo- 
tion they ought. to have. Whether ite details 
are correct or not can only be demonstrated

The present Constitution of the State of New 
York was adopted in 1847, and contains a provi- 
sion that every 20 years a Convention shall be 
held to revise the same. In 19867, such Conven- 
tion was held, and after sessions extending 
over two years the work was submitted to the 
people and rejected, except the article relating 
to the Judiciary. The feeling in the State, how- 
ever, is that the present State Constitution 
needs amending, and the Legislature, at its last 
session, authorized the appointment by the Gov- 
ernor and State Senate of a Commission, con- 
sisting of four persons from each of the eight 
Judicial Districts, to prepare amendments, 
which are to be submitted to the people. 
This Commission has just been appoin ed. 
It consists of sixteen Republicans and sixteen 
Democrats, all of them men of learning, experi- 
enee, and ability. It includes many of the most 
eminent men in the State; it is non-partisan, 
and its action will probably be harmonious, and, 
for the same reason, will probably be acceptable 
to the people. 

This plan, however, of forming a Constita- 
tional Convention, is a new one, but there is no 
reasop to doubt its efficacy. Of all bodies, a 
Convention to make a Constitution should be 
non-partisan, Such a body is no place for party 
polities. There should be ue legislation in a 
Constitution that should not be as equally ac | 
ceptable io one party as to pnother.
